The Saturday Report of a Battle on 
the Yalu and the Capture of 1800 
Japanese Seems to Be Wholly Dis- 


_credited—Operations in Corea.

CHEFOO, March 21.—A large fleet of 
Japanese transports, having on board two 
divisions of troops, with a complement of 
rapid-fire field guns, is standing off and 
on the coast 50 miles north of Port Ar 
thur. 

The trans orts attempted a landing at 
Helena bay, but failed on account of the 
thick ice. 

This column is, of course, intended to 
attack Port Arthur in the rear. 

Helena bay is about midway between 
Port Arthur and New-Chwang, and ta 
railway runs within six miles of the coast 
at that point. 

The weather having thwarted the Jap- 
anese landing, energetic measures are now 
being taken by the Kussians to prevent 
a descent on Helena Bay and to baffle any 
attempt to cut the Russian communica- 
tions beween Port Arthur and Manchuria. 

News has been received from Port Ar- 
thur that several officers of the garrison, 
under the strain caused by the bombard- 
ment and by reverses, have committed

The Russians will make cheir first firm 
stand at Liaoyang, where reinforcements 
are arriving nightly. 

Nothing has reached here to. confirm the 
report that a battle has taken place on 
Yalu, in which the Russians are alleged 
to claim that they captured 1800 pris- 
oners., Ine report is discredited. It is 
known that there have been slight skir- 
mishes between scouts, but no battle las 
taken place. 

it is believed that Marshal Nodzu, who 
commands the right wing of the Japanese 
army in Corea, has no designs aga‘nst 
Vladivostok. To his present force of 65,000 
men, 45,000 more will be added, probaviy 
by the middle of next month. , 

It is impossible to state the precise 
numbers which Gen. Linevitch can oppose 
to Nodzu’s army, because the number of 
recent reinforcements have been kept se- 
eret. But three weeks ago Linevitch dis- 
posed of 32,400 men with 54 field ‘guns. 
It is expected, however, that by the middle 
‘of April, when all the Japanese forces will 
be ready to advance against the right 
flank of the Russians, Linevitch will meet 
them with 140,000 men, which will leave 
about 80,000 bor the defense of the rail- 
way, for protecting the banks of the Yalu 


and for garrisoning Vladivostok and Port 
Arthur.

Deering Harvester Machine Com- 
pany’s Warehouse Completely 
Destroyed.

NEW YORK, ‘March 21.—To make the 
St. Louis Exposition a strictly non-union 
affair and after it is over to throw the 
gauge of battle down to the unions in 
that city itself is the declared purpose of 
a concern which already has contracted 
to furnish employment at the Exposition 
to more than 1000 persons from this city. 

The intention of the company was dis- 
closed today, when J. D. McGregor, the 
manager, was summoned before Gaetano 
Damato, who is in charge of Mayor Mc- 
Clellan’s bureau of licenses. Mr. Damato 
had veceived more than a thousand com- 
plaints against the concern from persons 
who had pala in $1 for a pa which 
they had been promised on April 25, who 
became suspicious and demanded that their 
money be returned to them.

Veterans, Who Bore Brunt of War, 
Get Only Additional $1,286,000 
Annually, While $10,608,000 
Goes to Those With No Pensionable 
Standing. 


CRITICISMS ARE POURIN 
WHEN PRAISE WAS 


Representative Miers Declares Roose- 
velt Has Affronted 870,000 Men 
Who Sought, and Would Have 
Obtained, Just Service Pension Law 
From Congress. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March ‘21.—The first re- 
turns from the country indicate that the 
President's service pension order has not 
been cordially received. 

The veterans, who have been working for 
a service pension, are not sat'sfied, and 
the President is being subjected to severe 
cfiticlsm in various quarters for adding 
such a burden to the treasury without 
legislative sanction. 

Representative Robert W. Miers of Indi- 
ana, the ranking minority member of the 
committee on invalid pensioners, is ex- 
pected to address the House on the Presi- 
dent's order: He has made a thorough in- 
vestigation as to the effect of the order, 
and, upon it he bases the conclusions: 

The annual cost of the order will be 11. 
891.627, agd its benefits will be divided as 
follows: 

To 100,000 soldiers not now on the 
rolis, who have no pensionable standing 
and no proved disabilities of any kind, 
$10,008,000; to 870,000 soldiers now on 
the rolls, who bore the brunt of wear, 
some limbless, armless, blind and all 
partially dianbled, who have established 
their pensionable rights, only $1,286,627. 

According to Meirs’ report, the executive 
order further discriminates against the 
soldiers who are now on the rolls and 
who saw the hardest fighting, by fixing, 
in effect, an age limit of 65 years for 
them, while other soldiers not on the rolls, 
those who have attained the age of e, 
will be entitled to receive large benefits 
from the order. 

In this instance the discrimination arises 
from the fact that, of the soldiers now 
on the rolls, only 20 are drawing less than 
$3 a month, the amount allowed to vet- 
erans of 62 years, and to bring them up 
to the standard allowance for soldiers of 
that age will require an annual expendi- 
ture of only $504. On the other hand, the 
government's purse will be opened to the 
soldiers not on the rolls, who have reached 
the age of 62, to the extent of $7,200,000 an- 
nually. 


Works Great Wrong 
on Needy Soldiers.

“Does any one believe this will satisfy 
the soldiers of the country? Members 
of the House were urging service pen- 
sion legislation beenuse it could not be 
put off any lenger. It would have been 
reported to the House before now. It 
remains to be seen whether the President 
can kill on legislation in this way. 
I don't believe the House will approve 
any such sharp ctice, 

“it bas been said that it was a shrewd 
political move, and that the President is a 
man of action, but he sometimes acts too 
quickly before considering what the re- 
suit will be. Surely, in this instance, he 
acted without knowing that it would cost 
the country nearly $11,000,000 to place 
names on the roll that had no pensionable 
standing without we tj that he was of- 
fering an affront to 870,000 veterans by kil'- 
ing their bill and giviag them less than 
$1,300,000 in the way of relief.”

The issue suggested by the New York World in its timely 
and vigorous ‘artaignment of President Roosevelt for usurpa- 
tion of legislative authority in his service pension order was 
promptly taken wp by the Senate.

He had a full house, 
and he stood pat-ting himself on the back 
when his eye ranged into the Olympic’s 
depths and heights to encounter no sugges- 
tion of empty seats. 

Not since Katie Barry was at the Broad- 
way playhouse in A Chinese Honeymoon” 
last fall has an Olympic audience laughed 
so much and so freely as that of Sunday 
night laughed at Frank Daniels. The lit- 
tle comedian even shared the point of view 
of the audience and laughed sometimes at 
himself. 

There are millions 
nonsense. If there were not. Frank Dan- 
lels could not be the success he is, for 
“The Office Boy,’ like everything else in 
which he comes, is a very silly show, and 
one comes away from it conscious of har 
ing had a fine laugh and a great time, but 
just a little ashamed for having devoted 
three whole hours to such mushy-mushness 
as the full-lipped kisses the office boy 
passes around among the girls, and such 
ingenious paraphrasing of philosophy as:

Daniel in the lions’ den is a brave story, 


but nothing like so bold as Frank Daniels 
in the law office of Ketcham & Cheat- 
ham. He flits around like a humming-bird 
sipping the honey from the lips of the type- 
writer girls and any other fair females 
who happen into the place. He wears his 
merce S Prince Albert, and tells his 
girl he is a member of the firm. His efforts 
to keep from her the awful truth that he 
is only the office boy and that his salary 
is Ma week give Mr. Daniels all reason- 
able opportunity to show us how flexible 
and expressive is his face and how neces- 
sary to his exhibit are his eyes. 

_ Even his upper back is expressive. He 
can say things right between his shoulder 
blades in a language which, though it is 
not enunciated, is more understandabie 
than some stage English. 


Mr. Danieis’ name in the play is Noah 
Little, and he has a cousin wuo is a jock- 
ey, and who makes tons o money. The 
cousins become contounded, and in the con- 
fusion Noah, to make the best of his sweet- 
heart's mistaken mon hype = that he is a 
great jockey and really amounts to soume- 
thing, puts one his cousin’s clothes and 
rides a race horse. The ride does him up 
to such an extent that when he returns to 
the stage with a wisp of the horse's tai! in 
hand he says he calls ft race suicide.’’ 
The Office Boy“ is no more than a bit 
of music, a dash of color and a setting of 
fun around Frank Daniels. It is funny, 
and worth seeing, because Mr. Daniels is 
in it. Otherwise it would not be remem- 
berable save for a couple of good topical 
songs, “I'm On the Water Wagon Now“ 
and ‘“Signs.’’ and for the delightful work 
of Miss Sallie Fisher, a rmon girl, who 
is the prima donna of the company. Miss 
Fisher is 80 voiceful, so, animated and 
leasing of countenance and so versatile 
n charm that one calls Mr Daniels a lucky 
fisherman when he caucht Miss Fisher. 
She has all the charms of Heien Hale. who 
was here with Peggy From Paris,“ and 
combines with them a soprano voice that 
is as rare as is her enunciation of the 
words of her songs. 

If there are many yong women in Salt 
Lake City as clever and charming as Sal- 
lie Fisher, then Mormonism is understand- 
able.

Bonnie Maginn has taken Eva Tanguay's 
role in the play. She is not Eva Tanguay 
by a good many fetching litt'~ turns, but 
she is frisky and diverting.
